1 ATHENS, Ga., July 12—A task force of FBI agents 
set up a control center in the Post Office 
today and fanned out over a 40-mile radius of rural 
northeast Georgia in a massive search for the 
Slayer of Negro educator Lemuel A. Penn of Washington. 
Acting under orders from President Johnson, the 
FBI moved immediately to scize the initiative in the 
probe from local authorities. Assistant FBI Director 
J. J. Casper, arrived last night to direct the investigation. 
The 48-year-old Penn, director of adult and vocational 
education in Washington public schools, died of shot- 
gun wounds yesterday after his auto was fired at in the 
predawn fog on State Rte. 172, about 12 miles from 
nearby Celbc-t+-in the red-clay farmland of Georgia.
